Case of Smith Baker and Megib- 
bon Kimbrough Comes For 
Trial in County Court. 




FOUR WITNESSES MISSING. 



Defense Given Time to Produce 
Them at Examination Set for 
Tuesday, February 21.

The examining trial of Smith Baker 
and Megihbon Kimbrough, the two 
Lexington men who figured In the sen- 
sation which occurred in this city about 
two weeks ago, and which resulted in 
their arrest upon warrants sworn out 
charging a serious offense, was called 
in the county court Saturday morning 
at ten o'clock end upon motion of the 
attorneys for the defense, and owing 
to the absence of four witnesses for 
whom subpoenas had been issued from 
the Bourbon court, the case was con- 
tinued until Tuesday, February 2L 

The cape attracted a great deal of 
attention and an hour before the case 
was to be called the county court room 
was filled to overflowing and hundreds 
unable to gain admission thronged the 
corri Jcrs. It was decided to hold the 
trial in the Circuit Court room which 
was crowded to ovcrwHoing. all the 
available seating and standing room 
being cccupied by the eager spectators. 

The defendants were represented by 
Judge Gray Faulkner. Attorneys Wal- 
lace Muir, S. S. Yantis, of Lexington, 
and Hon. E. M. Dickson, of this city, 
while Attorney D. L). Cline, who con- 1 
dueled the prosecution in the absence! 
of County Attorney George Batterton, j 
who is ill at his home near th s city, of j 
typhoi i fever, was assisted by City 
Attorney C. A McMillan and Attorney 
J. Franklin Wallace of Lexington. 

The defendant* were accompanied in 
court by Mr. Robert L. Baker, Mrs. 
R. P. Stoll, Mra. W. T. Clark aud Mrs. 
VV. R. Cougblin, the latter the mother 
of Megibbon Kimbrough. Miss Katie 
Lee Bright, the principal w itness for 
the prosecution, was aczompar.ied by 
her parents. Mr. and Mrs. VVm. Bright. 

The defendants demurred to the war- 
rant and D. D. Cline. of ccunsel for 
the Commonwealth, asked permission 
to amend which was given and it 
specified the name of Miss Katherine 
Lee Bright as the offended party. 

The defense announced that owing to 
the absence of certain witnesses, they 
could not enter into trial. Attorneys! ' 
forth*. Commonwealth insisted uporf 
the preparation of an affidav t scttnig 
forth the reasons for a continuance. 

Judge Dundon then adjourned court 
til! 1 :30 when the affidavit was produc- 
ed and, being sworn to by both de- 
fendant?, was objected to by ccunsel 
for the Commonwealth as being in- 
sufficient. 

Attorneys for both sides presented 
authorities bearing upon the point at 
issue and Judge Dundon announced his 
decision continuing the case and fixing 
Tuesday. February 21, as the day for 
the trial. 

The defendants executed bond in the 
sum of $500 with J. G. Stoll as surety 
far Kimbrough and R. L. Baker for 
Baker.

State Cannot Collect. 

An important ruling, the effect of 
which will be state-wide, wag nanded 
down Friday by Judge Walter Lin- 
coln, of the Jefferson Circuit Court, in 
which he holds the state cannot .col- 
lect taxes on warehouse receipts. The 
decision was made in the case of Earl 
C. Huntsman. Revenue agent tor the 
Commonwealth against the Kentucky 
Distilleries and Warehouse Company, 
commonly known as the "Whisky 
Trust. " 

The Court holds it to be unequitable 
to tax both property and income, and 
bases its decision upon the fact that 
the legislature, in which the constitu- 
tion ves's the right of levying a tax 
on income, has not taxed incomes 
heretofore, and until it does such an 
attempt to levy on warehouse re- 
ceipts must necessarily' be considered 
nil.

Earnings of Kentucky Railroads. 

The railroads of Kentucky earned 
$17,000,000 during the last year, ac- 
cjrding to a statement of receipts and 
expen«es as compiled by Hoy Wilhoit, 
rite clerk for the Railroad Commission 
at Frankfjrt. The total earnings of 
the railroads were SKi.778.O0l. The 
operating expensed were $29,281,165. 
The freight earnings were $34, 298.792 
and the passenger earnings $9,989,294. 
There was a gain over the preceding 
year of $3,600,000
